‘*We are getting now to be a city of nearly 75,000 people 


and we have not a place within twenty miles where the people 
can spend an evening on the water, Out at St, Albert, five miles 
from the city limits is a beautif,il stream, suitable for canoeing 
and motor launches, with sixteen miles of unobstructed naviga- 
tion. It would be possible to get to this river within forty-five 
minutes from any part of ‘the city by street ear for not over 
twenty cents. 

‘*We thought the time had come when some provision should 
be made to give the people of Edmonton that privilege. We 
went into the matter carefully, keeping it entirely to ourselves. 
We worked quietly all summer and fall, Today we have options 
on land, giving us right of way and extra bonuses, worth at a 
conservative estimate, at least $98,000, The estimated eost of 
building the line is $119,000, The land we get free today. 

“The benefits to the city apart from the pleasure ground 
that this iine would place within easy reach of all the citizens 
of Edmonton are many, There is a large amount of truek farm- 
ing being done out toward St, Albert. If the line is carried out, 
produce could be brought into the city by street ear by nine 
o’clock in the morning.

DETECTIVES 
IN PURSUIT 


Police Learn That Men Suspected 
of Italian's Murder Went 
South Last Night. 


ROBBERY WAS NOT 
MOTIVE OF CRIME 


Formal Evidence of Tragedy Will 
Be Given at Inquest This 
Morning. 


The three men who are suspected 
of the murder of the Italian, Saha- 
tore Demase, in a First street room- 
ing house yesterday afternoon, were 
still at large at an early hour this 
morning, although such definite ac- 
counts of their movements have been 
received by the police, that their ar- 
rest can only be a matter of a few 
hours. ’ 

The detective department has been 
Severely handicapped in the matter” 
by the fact that two of the missing 
men are entirely unknown in the city, 
unless, it may be, to the members of 
the Italian colony, who are Net pro- 
verbially known, as a «ule -fér lo- 
quacity when it comes to dealings 
with the police force. 

The third man, moverts the tenant 
of the room where the tragedy took 
Place, is aiso an Utter stranger, ex- 
cept to one man in the city, and the 
latter is being used by the police for 
identificatién purposes, during the 
course of their search 

Gordo Around City, 

As socn as the police learned of the 
erime yesterday, and that the three 
men had been seen to leave the deat! 
chamber under mysterious circum- 
stances, the facts were telegraphed 
to all outlying districts so as to in- 
tercept their escape, if possible, In 
addition, nearly every available meim- 
ber of the force, both plain and uni- 
formed men, were brought into ser- 
vice atd a strong cordon was formed 
round the city, through which it was 
thought all avenues of escape were 
bargéd. 

First Clue After Ten O'Clock, 

During yesterday evening, all kinds

Messages were at once rushed to 
the Wetaskiwin police, asking them 
to search the train at that point, but 
a reply was received that they could 
not be found. 

In the belief that they had left the 
train at an intermediate point, four 
of the city detectives started for Le- 
due at midnight In an auto. and at 
once began a systematic search, but 
at three o'clock this morning the men 
had not been located. 

Nothing new has come to light with 
regard to the murdered man. He had 
been lodging at the Italian rooming 
house for five weeks, but who he was 
or where he came from seems to be 
an impenetrable mystery, 

Robbery at First Thought Motive. 

The fact that his clothes were dis- 
arranged, and that his waistcoat was 
open, seemed at first to lead to the 
conclusion that robbery had been the 
motive of the crime, and that a roll 
of money had probably been abstract- 
ed from his underclothes. Vingenzo 
Puarez, the proprietor of the rooming 
house, says, however, that deceased 
owed him thirty-five dollars for board, 
and it is likely, therefore, that the 
dead man had very little money when 
the grim tragedy was enacted, 

That the deed was accomplished 
very quickly and without warning is 
evident from the fact that a murder- 
ous looking stilletto, safely sheathed, 
Was found upon the body, thus indi- 
cating that deceased had no oppor- 
tunity to use K before the fatal shot, 
from the appearance of the wound,
